visible. The French police was, and is, sel-
dom at fault. Under some of its chiefs it
seemed omuiscient. The universal know-
ledgo and precision of the police at Paris,
under the Eeutuaucy of M. de Sartines,
Wwere exemplified by a story that made some
impression at the time. A provincial mag-
istrate of experiente and talent, who was
dioing with the lieutenant, expressed bis
doubts as to the efliciency of the system,
dud declared his conviction that tlie ma-
chinery was far from Leing so complete as
M. de Sartines belidved it to be. 1lis host as-

The Supreme Court of the United States
bave decided that the African race, whether
slave or free, are not citizens of the United
States within the meaning of tha Constu
tion. It was decided the same way several
years ago, by the Superior Cowrt of Con-
nectient, in the Prudence Crandall case,
the late Judge Daggett being then on the
beneh, and pronouncing the judgment of
the Court.  So that this Coonecticut law
bas now been adopted by the highest judi-
cial tibunal of the country, as the constitu-
tional law of the United States, Mr. Murcy,
